EGARDING the crowded. 
condition of the grade 
schools in St. Louis, Dr. 


Judd, in his survey report, 
eays: 
“St. Louis averages larger 


classes in the grades than the 
other cities of the class toe 
which it belongs. Indeed, it 
may be doubted whether any- 
where in the country there is 
a more crowded condition in 
elementary classes than in the 
eity of St. Louis. 

“The reduction which is cf- 
fected in elementary schools by 
crowding children into a single 
classroom is wery great. Sala- 
ries being moderate and classes 
being very large, the net result 
is a cheap elementary school. 
There is no possibility of large 
economics in the elementary 
schools.” 


A summary, by Dr. Charles Hub- 
bard Judd, director of the Schoo! of 
Education of the University of Chica- 
gy, of the recent survey of the St. 
Louis public school system under his 
supervision, which was filed with the 
Board of Education a week ago, was 
made public by the board today, in 
support of the board’s campaign for 
a $3,000,000 bond issue for school 
bulldings. This bond issue will be 
voted upon at a special election, Nov. 
11.

Behind in Building. 

“It is impressively evident,” he says, 
“that the city has fallen behind in re- 
cent years in its building program 
and must in the immediate future 
take energetic steps to provide space 
St. Louis must 
build more schools at once. 

“There can be no doubt that the 
hew Lulldings ought to fall in no re- 
Spect behind the excellént buildings 
which have been erected during the 
last 15 or 20 years. 

“The arguments which can be pre- 
sented in favor of excellent buildings 
are too obvious to require more than 
& passing summary. The economy 
in future costs, the advantage in pre- 
Serving the health of the children and 
the good example to the homes of the 
community are all reasons for build- 
ing as good schoolhouses as can be 
erected. The ornamentation of school 
buildings is. not a financial waste, 
and it is in the aggregaté a small 
item.” 

From the point of view of the survey, 
Dr. Judd points out. judgment regarding 
financial policy can only be sound when 
it is based on the broadest considera- 
tion of instructional efficiency. 

System Well Organized. 

The investigators found that the 
School system is well organized and 
efficient, and its central offices more 
completely organized than most school 
systems, yet a more complete organiza- 
tion and an extension of supervision are 
urged.

EXPEDITION COST $70,000,000 


It Takes $15,000,000 a Month to De- 
fray Expenses of Regular Troops 
and Militiamen. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—It is costing 
Uncle Sam about $15,000.000 a month tv 
keep 100,000 state troops and 45,000 regu- 
lar army ‘troops on the border and in 
Mexico. Expenditures to date total 
more than $70,000,000. It is estimated that 
a further expenditure of $50,000,000 will 
have to be made. 

It will cost close to $1,000,000 to bring 
the 15,000 state troops now en route from 
the border to their home stations to be 
mustered out.

Parkbusing is done in this wise: You 
ge to the De Baliviere entrance to For- 
est Park. You wait until one of the new 
double-deck buses comes along and you 
board it. You make the complete cir- 
cuit for which your fare entitles you and 
then you pay another fare and make 
another circuit. And so on, da capo al 
fine, as they say (or do they?) at the 
band concerts. 

Park Commissioner Cunliff said 
today that the sport is especially fa- 
vored by unescorted women and 
women with children who visit the 
park in the daytime. They find it a 
pleasant and economical way of pass- 
ing the time. Occasionally buys in- 
dulge in the practice.

While parkbusing is fine for reve- 
nue purposes it sometimes works an 
inconvenience to persons who cannot 
eet a ride because the buses are 
filled.

CENTRAL AMERICAN COURT 
ALLOWS SALVADOR’S CLAIM 


Republic Complained Against Nica- 

ragua Concerning Treaty With 
U. S. for Naval Base. 
SAN SALVADOR, Sept. 9.—The claim 
oi the Republic of Salvador against the 
Government of Nicaragua concerning 
the treaty between the United States 
and Nicaragua for the establishment 
of a naval base in Fonseca Bay by the 
United States has been allowed by the 
Central American Court. The members 
for Costa Rica, Guatemala, Honduras 
and Salvador voted in favor of Salva- 
dor’s claim and the Nicaraguan member 
voted against it. 


Salvador appealed to the Central 
American Court on the ground that its 
right had beem infringed by the Nic- 
araguan treaty for the establishment of 
a naval base in Fonseca Bay. The ap- 
peal was filed Aug. 18. Previously, 
Costa Rica had made a similar appeal 
to the court, and on May 5 last the 
court ruled in favor of Costa Rica. 
Nicaragua has announced that it will 
not accept the decision of the court in 
the matter of the protests of Salvador 
and Costa Rica. 


MUSTERING OUT AT NEVADA 
EXPECTED T0 BEGIN NEXT WEEK 


Army Officers Believe First and Third 
Missouri Regiments Will Soon 
Return Home. 


NEVADA, Mo., Sept. 9.—If the opin- 
ion expressed by officers here proves 
correct, members of the First and Third 
Missouri Infantry will probably be 
sleeping on real beds and taking nour- 
ishment at real tables before the end 
of this month at their homes in St. 
Louis and Kansas City. 

It was said at the Government reser- 
vation here that the mustering out of 
the two regiments which were returned 
this week from Laredo, Tex., probably 
would begin the first of next week and 
be completed within two or three weeks.

“T have not had an opportunity 
study the will,” he said. ‘‘The matter 
is in the hands of Nathan Frank, who I 
consider more my personal friend than 
my attorney. He will decide what shall 
be done about the contest, and I shall 
be guided by his advice. 

Trying to Regain Health. 

“‘l have not seen the will and my only 
knowledge of it is what I have read in 
the newspapers. I am seeking to re- 
gain my health and money matters 
really have little interest for me.’’ 

He said he was’ suffering from 
nervousness and that he never had 
recovered from a mastoid operation 
which he underwent four years ago. 

Kerens said he knew nothing of 
any action to contest the will by his 
brother, Vincent. He said that Vin- 
cent and his wife had been recon- 
clled for severa] years and were liv- 
ing together. This fact had not been 
generally known. 

The will provided $500 a month in- 
come for Vincent, but qualified the 
bequest with a provision that $450 a 
month must be paid to Vincent’s wife 
out of that sum. 

“Vincent and his wife are living 
at Shelter Island, L. L,” Kerens said, 
“and I know that for a time they 
lived together in a New York apart- 
ment. Their relations are amicable 
and they attended my father’s funeral 
here together. 

“They called with my sister, Mrs. 
Colket, and we had tea together. We 
did not discuss the will. They called 
again yesterday, shortly before return- 
ing East.’’ 

Brother to Control Estate. 

Kerens said he could not discuss the 
provision of the will under which Vin- 
cent will get control of one-third of the 
estate, after bequests of $550,000 are 
made, if he shall be able to show that 
he has been sober and that his behavior 
has been good for five consecutive years. 
“The will is a very important docu- 
ment,’ he said, “and I could hardly 
discuss it until I had studied it care- 
fully.”’ 
Kerens died last Monday at Mrs. Col- 
ket’s home near Philadelphia. He was 
Ambassador to Austria-Hungary during 
Taft’s administration.

CITY, N. J, Bent. &. &—Fol- 
lowing is the full text of President Wil- 
son’s speech delivered here last night. 
before 4000 women, under the auspices 
of the National Woman Suffr@ge Asso- 
ciation: 

I have found it a real privileze to 
be here tonight and to listen to the 
addresses which you have beard. 
Though you may not all of you be- 

‘Heve it, I would a great dea} rather 

hear somebody else spreak than 
speak myself, but I should feel that . 
I was omitting a duty if I did not 
address you tonight and say some of 
the things that have been in my 
thoughts as I realized the approach 
of this evening and the duty that 
would fall upon me. 

The astonishing thing about the 
movement which you represent is 
not that it has grown so slowly, but 
that it has grown so rapidly. 

No doubt for those who Have been 
a long time in the struggle, like 
your honored president, it seems @ 
long and arduous path that has been 
trodden, but when you think of the 
cumulating force of this movement 
in recent decades, you must agree 
with me that it is one of the most 
astonishing tides in modern history. 

Two generations aga, no doubt, 
Madam President will agree with me 
in saying it was a handful of wom- 
en who were fighting this cause, 
Now it is a great multitude of wom- 
en who are fighting it. | 

Goes Into History. 

And there are some interesting his- 
torical connections which I would 
like to attempt to point out to you. 
One of the striking facts about the 
history of the United States is that 
at the outset it was a lawyer's his- 
tory. Almost all of the questions to 
which America addressed itself, say 
a hundred years ago, were legal 
questions, were questions of method, 
not questions of what you were going 
to do with your Government, but 
questions of how you were going to 
constitute your Government—how you 
were going to balance the powers of 
the states and the Federal Govern- 
ment, how you were going to balance 
the claims of property against the 
processes of liberty, how you were 
going to make your Government up 
so as to balance the parts against 
each other so that the Legislature 
would check the executive, and the 
executive the Legislature, and the 
courts both of them put, together. 

The whole conception of govern- 
ment when the United) States be- 
came a nation was a mechanical con- 
ception of government, and the me- 
chanical conception of Government 
which underlay it was the Newton- 
ian theory of the universe. If you 
pick up the Federalist, some parts 
of it read like a treatise on astrono- 
my instead of a treatise on Gov- 
ernment. They speak of the centri- 
fugal and the centripital forces. And 
the whole thing is a calculation of 
power and an: adjustment of parts. 
When Lawyers Were Needed. 
There was a tir:> when nobody but 

a lawyer could know enough to run 
the Government of the United States, 
and a distinguished English publi- 
cist once remarked, speaking of the 
complexity of the Ameritan Govern- 
ment, that it was no proof of the ex- 
cellence of the American Constitu- 3 
tion that it had been successfully 
operated, because the Americans 
could run any Constitution. But 
there have been a great many tech- 
nical difficulties in running it. 

And then something happened. A 
great question arose in this countrv 
which, though complicated with legal 
elements, was at bottom a human 
question, and nothing but a ques- 
tion of humanity. 1 

That was the slavery question, and 
is it not significant that it was then. 
and then for the first time, that 
women became prominent in politics 
in America? Not many women. 
Those prominent in that, day are so 
few that you can almost name them 
over in a brief catalogue, but never- 
theless, they then began to play a 
part in writing, not only, but in 
public spesen. which na a very 


novel part for women to play ie 
America; and after the Civil War 
had settled some of what seemed to 
be the most difficult legal questions 
of our system, the life of the nation 
began not only to unfold, but to 
accumulate. 

When Life Was a SimpleMatter. 

Life in the United States was a 
comparatively simple matter at 
the time of the Civil War. There 
was none of that underground strug- 
gle which is now so manifest to 
those who look only a little way be- 
neath the surface. The pressure of 
low wages, the agonf of obscure and 
unremunerated toil did not exist in 
America in anything like the same 
proportions that they exist now. And 

. @S our life has unfolded and ac- 
cumulated, as the contacts of it have 
become hot as the populations have 
assembled in the cities and the cool 
spaces of the country nave been sup- 
plemented by the feverish urban 
areas, the whcle nature of our puliti- 
cal questions have been altered. 
They have ceased to be legal ques- 
tions. They have more and more 
wecome social questions, questions 
with regard to the relations of hu- 
man beings io one another—not 
merely their legal relaiions but thetr 
moral and spiritual re'utions to one 
another. 

And this has been most charac- 
teristic of American life in the last 
few decades, and as these ques- 
tions have assumed greater ana 
greater prominence, the movement 
which this association hepresents has 
gathered cumulatiye force. So that. 
if anybody asks himself, *‘\What does 
this gathering force mean?” If he 
knows anything about the history or 
the country, he knows that it means 
something that has not only come 
to stay, but has come with con- 
quering power. 

Have Seen Visions of Duty. 

I get a little impatient sometimes 
about the discussion of the channels 
and methods by .which it is to pre- 
vail. It is going to\prevail, and that 
is @ very superficial and ignorant 
view of it which attributes it to mere 
social unrest. It is not merely be- 
cause the women are discontented. 
It is because the women have seen 
visions of duty and that is something 
which we not only cannot resist, but, 
if we be true Americans, we do not 
wish to resist. Because America 
took its origin in visions of the human 
spirit, in aspirations for the deepest 
sort of liberty of the mind and of the 
heart, and as visions of that sort 
come up to the sight of those who 
are spiritually minded in America, 
America comes more and more into 
her birthright and into the perfec- 
‘tion of her development. So that 
what we have to realize in dealing 
with forces of this sort is that we 
are dealing witn the substance of 
life itself. 

I have felt as I sat here tonight 
the wholesome contagion of the oc- 
casion. Almost every other time I 
ever visited Atlantic City I came 
to fight somebody. I hardly know 
how to conduct myself when I have 
not come to fight against anybody 
but with somebody. 

I have come to suggest, among 
other things, that when the 
forces of nature are steadily working 
and the tide is rising to meet the 
moon, you need not be afraid that 
it will not come to its flood. We 
feel the tide; we rejoice in the 
strength of it and we shall not 
quarrel in the long run as to the 
method of it, because when you are 
working with masses of men and 
organized bodies of opinion you have 
got to carry the organized body 
along. 

The whole art and practice of gov- 
ernment consists not in moving indi- 
viduals, but in moving masses. It 
is all very well to run ahead and 
beckon, but, after all, you have. got 
to wait for them to follow. I have 
_not come to ask you to be patient, 
because you have been, but I have 
come to congratulate you that there 
was a force behind you that will, 
beyond all peradventure, be trium- 
phant and for which you can afford 
a little while to wait. 
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CONCUSSIONS KILL Wi NY 
GERMANS AT GUILLEMONT 


Correspondent Says Scores of Bodies 
Found After Bombardment Were | 
Without Wounds. 
LONDON, Sept. 8.—Describing the ef- 
fects of the British bombardment of the 
German positions at Guillemont, the 
correspondent of Reuter's Telegram Co. 
at British headquarters in France, says: 
“The ground east of the, village was 
strewn with German dead. ‘The corpses 
in many cases were stark maked, every 
stitch of clothing having been blasted 
off them. A Very large proportion of 
these bodies showed ho signs of wounds 
and there is little doubt that the men 
were killed by the. intense concussion. 
Even in the dugouts with which the 
place swarmed few ten escaped the 
bombardment and those who did s " 
their nerves were destroyed by the 
rifle poundings of the British guns.” 
The correspondent considers it sig- 
nificant that the ground won was not 
bombarded by German field ‘guns, which 
indicates, he says, that the.

apparently pleased with the address of 
President Wilson last night, today be- 
gan their final session of the conven- 
tion with the expectation of completing 
their work tonight. Among the speak- 


ers on the program for the night seas- 
sion are Secretary of War Baker, Her- 
bert Parsons of New York and Raymond 
Robins of Chicago. 

The convention: yesterday reaffirmed 
its policy of nonpartisanship as an or- 
ganization toward national political par- 
ties and defeated by an overwhelming 
vote an attempt to :place it on record 
as in favor of supporting national can- 
didates who pledge their support to the 
Proposed equal rights amendment to 
the Federal Constitution. 

The convention decided on methods of 
carrying on its campaign for suffrage, 
The question of opposing the re-election 
of those members of the House Judiciary 
Committee, whether Democrats or Re- 
publicans, who blocked the _ suffrage 
amendment in committee, was left to 
the judgment of the association's Con- 
gressional Comrnittee. 

Two days in October and one day in 
Norember will be observed as Federal 
Amendment days, with demonstrations 
and public meetings in many states. 

A campaign fund of $818,800 was raised 
in 30 minutes. Most of the money was 
pledged and the remainder actually con- 
tributed. New York pledged $225,000 and 
Pennsylvania $125,000. A delegate from 
Massachusetts, said to be a Mrs. Black- 
well, gave $10,000, and Mrs. Carrie Chap- 
man Catt, president of the organization, 
also contributed $10,000. There were other 
individual gifts from $3000 down to $10. 

President Predicts Victory. 

Triumph forthe woinan- suffrage cause 
“tn a little while’ was predicted by 
President WYson here last night in a 
speech before the convention. 

“T have come here to fight with you,” 
the President declared. Immediately 
the 4000 women present stood and 
cheered. A few minutes later Dr. Anna 
Howard Shaw, with Mr. Wilson stil) 
present, declared: ‘‘We have waited 
long enough to get the vote. We want 
it now. I want it to come during your 
administration.’ Again the great audi- 
ence of women stood and cheered, wav- 
ing handkerchiefs. 

The President’s pledge of support to 
the suffrage question caused Mrs. Car- 
rie Chapman Catt to say in a speech 
soon after he closed: 

“You touched our hearts and won our 
fealty when you said you had come 
here to fight with us.”’ 

The President did not speak on the 
method by which he would bring about 
woman suffrage, but said: ‘‘We sha'l 
not quarrel in the long run as to the 
method of it.’’ 

Declaring that sometimes he became 
‘a little impatient’ over discussions 
about the channels through which votes 
for women are to come, the President 
caused the delegates to applaud by say- 
ing: “I have felt here the wholesome 
contagion of the occasion,’ 


President Arouses Enthusiasm. 

Wilson aroused the greatest enthu- 
siasm when he said whenever he had 
come to Atlantic City previously he had 
come to fight against somebody, but 
that on his present trip he had ‘‘come 
to fight with somebody.”’ 

The meeting came to an end with the 
President and Mrs. Wilson standing be- 
tween suffrage leaders joining in sing- 
ing patriotic songs. 

In his address the President did not 
mention his previously expressed belief 
that suffrage should come through ac- 
tion by the states. 

At the time the United States was 
formed, Mr. Wilson said, only a lawver 
knew enough to run the nation: but 
since the Civi! War the country has been 
faced more and‘more by social ques- 
tions, and women have more and more 
taken an interest in public affairs. 

“The whole nature of our political 
questions has been altered,’ he said. 

Speaking of the future of the move- 
ment, Mr. Wilson declared that the tide 
was rising and would come to its flood. 


ATTEMPTED REVOLT IN BRITISH 
SOUTH AFRICA DISCLOSED 


Move to Foment Another Rebellion 
Learned of at Trial of Men Charged 
With High Treason. 
CAPETOWN, via London, Sept. 9.—De- 
tails of an attempt to foment another 
rebellion against the British in South 
Africa were disclosed at the trial yes- 
terday at Bloemfortein of two Nation- 
als, Van der Merwe and Schonken, on 
a charge of high treason. The men are 
alleged to have approached a number 
of prominent Boers, including Gen. de 
Wet, to whom they told that large 
stores of rifles were available and that 
certain Boer Generals were willing to 

lead a revolt. 

Gen. de Wet, who informed the Gov- 
ernment of the movement, testified that 
he warned the men against attempting 
another uprising. The hearing was ad- 
journed.

Gen. de Wet, commander-in-chief of 
the Orange Free State forces in the 
Boér War, headed a rebellion against 
the British early in the present war. 
He was captured, convicted of high trea- 
son and sentenced to six years’ impris- 
onment and a fine of $10:000, but was 
released from prison Dec. 21, 1915.

COST OF MOVING 


Organize Against Demand That 
They Sign Wage Contract on 
Hour-Rate Basis. 


Twenty-five independent moving and 
storage men met at the F. C. Baker 
Storage and Moving Co. warehouse, 2900 
Market street, last night, and organized 
the Independent. Moving Association to 
fight the St. Louis Furniture Movers’ 
Association, which. a few days ago an- 
nounced an increase of 2% per cent in 
moving charges, following the settle- 
ment of the employes’ strike. 

The St. Louis assuciation, the 
pendents say, is a ‘‘moving trust.” 
is composed of the 22 larger firms. It 
is alleged that the association, by ai- 
lowing only a small wage increase to 
the emploves, is attempting to use the 
employes’ union to destroy the inde- 
pendents and hold up the public for in- 
creased prices out of all proportion to 
the wage increase allowed the em- 
ploy es. 

The original association members will 
hereafter charge by the hour instead of 
by the load, as they have done hereto- 
fore, and as the independents want to 
continue doing. The association mem- 
bers have entered into a contract with 
the employes which provides for a high- 
er wage scale if moving is done by the 
load. The union is now demanding that 
the independents sign this contract. The 
independents say they will not sign it 
because it is in the interest of the so- 
called ‘‘trust.”’ 

Prefer Union Labor. 

The independents say they are not 
fighting the union. They agreed to 
terms more favorable to the union than 
these in the present contract with the 
big movers. They say they prefer to 
employ union labor and are willing to 
pay the union scale, but they are not 
willing to pay more than is required of 
the big movers. 

In calling the meeting to order last 
night, D. Keiner of 215 South Four- 
teenth street, explained that, after the 
union had entered into a contract with 
the independents, it entered into a dif- 
ferent contract with the big movers, pro- 
viding for !ess pay and longer heurs 
and prohibiting moving by the load, 
with an excess scale of wages as the 
penalty for those who do. He declared 
that the plan of charging by the hour 
would nearly double the cost of moving. 
He said that the independents could 
compete with the ‘trust’ only by under- 
bidding. 

Keiner said that the independents 
now move an ordinary household from 
one second flowr to another, using one 
wagon and two men and charging by the 
load, for $6, while the cost, if charged 
by the hour, would be $10.4. 

The independents say that notice was 
served on them yesterday tHat unless 
they signed the ‘trust’ contract the 
union men would be called off and a 
strike against the independents de- 
clared. F. C. Baker, an independent, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter that such 
a notice was served on him by Thomas 
E Coyne of the teamsters’ unton. 

Longer Working Hours. 

The new contract, which the big mov- 
ers signed, provides that when mov- 
ing is done on the hour basis, the scale 
for chauffeurs shal! begin at 30 cents 
an hour, while if it is done by the load 
or contract the scale shall begin at 42 
eents an hour. The new contract calls 
for a 10%-hour day, while the contract 
with the independents calls for 10-hour 
day. Computed by the week, the inge- 
pendents say, their contract, signed be- [ 
fore the big movers arbitrated the strike, 
called for wages of chauffeurs of $20.50 
a week, while the new contract provides

ge ago an independent, said that 
when he asked Coyne why the union 
charged one scale when the moving was 
done by the hour and another when it 
was done by the load, he was told by 
Coyne: “We want the men to take their 
own time and let the public pay for sc" 

Coyne Makes Dental, 

The independents elected D. Keiner 
president and F. C. Baker secretary and 
treasurer, and appointed Membership 
and Law Committees. The tatter will 
engage counsel to enjoin the enforce- 
ment of the new contract. The 2% in- 
dependents at the meeting signed an 
agreement to employ union men, but 
not 4o be bound by the hour system. 

Coyne told a Fost- Dispatch reporter 
that whije the contract with the big 
companies cails for 10% hours, it does 
not mean what it says, because the men 
are to be paid for only 10 hours. Ac- 
cording to his statement the scale of 
chauffeurs under the new contract would 
begin at $18, instead of $18.90. 

Coyne denies that the cost of moving

The board, prior 
to the removal by the Governor of Pres- 
ident Samuel B. McPheeters, voted to 
cancel the contract with the Kin'och 
Telephone Co. for its police signal sys- 
them. After Walter D. Thompson, a 
director of the Kinloch company, suc- 
ceeded McPheeters as President of the 
board, the action necessary to put into 
effect the cancellation of the Kinlo¢h 
contract was not taken and it is con- 
tinued ip effect. 

Action on the matter again was post- 
pcned at yesterday's meeting of the Fo- 
lice Board to give members an oppor- 
tunity to study its details. 

Supt. Johns had purchased partial 
equipment for a municipally-owned sys- 
tem, and argues that under the system 
he proposes to install the city will save 
money. 

President Thompson, on Sept. 5, asked 
Superintendent Johns for a detailed ex- 
planation of the proposed new system. 
This was furnished. Yesterday Presl- 
dent Thompson asked for the details of 
the difference In the costs of the two 
systems. On receipt of this request 
Superintendent Johns asked Counsclor

dition than here. The _ reduction of 
expense by crowding children in the 
schoolroom is large. 

The heavy burden being borne by 
teachers in the elementary schools, due 
to the overcrowding, could not be sus- 
tained if the housing @onditions were 
not of the best type and ‘if the central 
office did not supply assistance in the 
instruction of special] courses, such as 
music, drawing and physical training. 


Comparison of Schools, 
In a comparison of the organization 
of the high schools and the elementary 
schools the survey finds that, while the 
ciasses in the latter are pver large, in 
the high schools they are small. On 
this situation Dr. Judd says: 
“The question seems to |be one of ad- 
justment between a situation in the ele- 
mentary schools which is highly unsat- 
isfactory and a situation,in the high 
schools which is much more nearly 
what is called for in an adequately 
equipped school system. If St. Louis de- 
cides that it cannot furnish Additional 
funds to the Board of Education, the 
high schools will undoubtedly be one 
of the first points of retrenchment. 
There is no possibility of larger econo- 
mies in the elementary schools. 
“If, on the other hand, the city gives 
funds for the further extension of edu- 
cational opportunities, it will be very 
difficult to present arguments for the 
curtailment of the present high school 
equipment and courses. | 
‘In short, the attitude of the survey 
staff is very clear. The elementary 
schools in St. Louis should be given 
increased facilities for work. The high 
schools should not be curtailed. They 
should be extended in a number of di- 
rections and their work ,ought to be 
encourared rather than limited.’ 

Special Departments, 
Commenting on the criticism of rpe- 
cial departments of the s¢hool system, 
such as the school for defective chil- 
dren and outdoor schools’ for children 
in need of special care, Dr. Judd says 
the survey staff finds that all of the 
special departments of the St. Louis 
schools are essential to a progressive 
educational system. The readjustments 
of these departments suggested by the 
survey staff entail additional expendi- 
tures instead of economies in the work. 
The solution of the school problem con- 
fronting St. Louis depends on the will 


and power to meet the situation, Dr. 
Judd declares. St. Louis, he says, has 
great resources which’ are not now 
crawn upon to support edufation. 
Suggested Solutions. 
Unless funds are provided, Dr. Judd 


says, economies will have ° be worked 
out on the following lines: 

St.-Louis can cut down on the sup- 
port of high schools. This would 
mean that St. Louis would recede 
from a policy which in recent’ years 
has mad the city one of the con- 
spicuous examples of cdé@smopolitan 
high school education. | 

Again, St. Louis can build cheaper 
schoo] buildings. If this program is 
adopted. there is no escape from the 
possibility of building some kind of 
buildings. Already 6000 pupils are 
housed in portables, and there is 
danger that half-day sessions will 
have to be adopted. 

Again, St. Louis can abandon spe- 
cial classes for defectiv es, and those 
who’ are below physical normality. 
This would mean a regression fh pub- 
lic hygiene that an enlightened cit- 
izenstip would regard asi a misfor- 
tune. phd

‘ON “PAPER STREETS” WITHHELD 


Public Service Board Wants to Give 

Property Owners a Chance 

to Be Heard. 

Until property owners in North St. 
Louis have had a chance to be heard, 
the Board of Public Service will with- 
hold permits requested by the Terminal 
Railroad Association for tracks on five 
‘paper’ streets between Broadway, Bul- 
wer avenue, Luther avenue and Taylor 
avenue. The granting of the permits 
has been recommended by C. E. Smith, 
consulting engineer of the Department 
of Public Utilities. 
The Terminal Association says the ad. 
ditional trackage is necessary for the 
handling of business on the west belt 
line, which has become congested for 
want of storage roormn. The new tracks 
will increase the capacity of the Term- 
inal’s North Side yard from 300 to 1100 
cars. 
All the property abutting the several 
streets on which rights are requested is 
owned by the Terminal Association. The 
tract was recently purchased by the 
Terminal Association and has an area of 
20 acres. 


HOSPITAL INTERNES CHANGE 
MINDS ABOUT GOING ON STRIKE 


Forty-Five in City Institution Held 
Meeting After One of Their 
Number Is Discharged. 

An attempt by 45 junior internes 
at the City Hospital to force the rein- 
statement of one of their number, Dr. 
A. L. Scheff, by threatening to strike, 
failed last night at a meeting held at 

the hospital. 

Hospital Commissioner Schutt at- 
tended the meeting and told the in- 
ternes that Dr. Scheff had been dis- 
charged because he had been guilty 
of a violation of etiquette toward 
Miss Amelia Hagemann, superintend- 
ent of nurses, while treating one of 
the patients at the hospital. 

Dr. Scheff entered the room where 
the meeting was held while Commis- 
sioner Schutt was speaking. He was 
ordered to depart, and when he did 
not obey, Commissioner Schutt ad- 
vanced toward him with his hand 
raised. The young doctor finally 
went out, after which the internes 
voted not to strike. 


OLD STAMP LAW 


Beginning today, nobody 
place revenue stamps on documents, 
cosmetics and chewing gum. The emer- 
gency revenue law requiring such 
stamps, which had been in effect since 
Dec. 1, 1914, was repealed at midnight 
by the new revenue law. 

Liquor dealers are required to stamp 
all wines still on hand, but thereafter 
wines and cordials will be stamped by 
the manufacturer and producer. The 
bill provides for the redemption of reve- 
nue stamps any time vvithin two years 
through the local Internal Revenue Col- 
lector's office. 

The stamp taxes, exclusive of the tax | 
on wines and cordials, yielded $761,806.59 
revenue in this district for the year 
ending July 1.

BRITAIN 1S USING 
CENSORSHIP TO GET 
COMMERCIAL DATA 


Admission by Loyd George in 
Speech in House Was Censored 
Out of Dispatches to U. S. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—Extension of 
the British mail censorship from its 
original purpose of dstroving all trade 
to or from Germany to the field of pro- 
viding data for Great Britain's fight for 


commercial supremacy is seen here in 
admissions made by David Lloyd- 
George, the War Secretary, before Par- 
liament, just received in full in this 
¢cuntry. Lloyd-George said: 

“It is the practice to communicate to 


other departments concerned any infor- 
mation on matters of public interest 
Which may be obtained through the 


censorship, for such use to be made of 
it as the particular department may 
consider advisable. * * * The Govern- 
ment is perfectly within its rights in 
using any information which comes to 
it in these conditions for any public and 
national purpose.’’ 

This statement, made recently in re- 
sponse to questions by members of the 
House of Commons, created a stir 
there. It apparently had been censored 
out of cable dispatches to the United 
States. When asked about the matter 
tonight, Secretary Lansing said it had 
been called to the attention of the State 
Department officially, but he declined 
to make any comment at this time. 

It is understood, however, that the de- 
partment will take a most serious view 
of Lloyd-George’s interpretation of the 
British War Office’s power and will 
protest more vigorously than ever 
against interference with neutral mails 
on the high seas. Although the Amer- 
ican Government has contended strongly 
acainst the wholesale detentions and 
seizures of mail between neutral coun- 
tries, as in violation of international 
law, so far there has been no formal 
charge that improper use was being 
made of information gleaned from 
open neutral correspondence. 

Officials here already were vexed at 
England's long delay in answering the 
American censorship note of May 26, 
and it is probable that any inquiry into 
the new development will express that 
feeling. <A brief preliminary note was 
received July 20, but it was inconclu- 
sive. 

It is pointed out that the War Min- 
ister’s attitude appears to be in flat 
contradiction to that expressed by Lord 


Robert Cecil, Minister of Trade, and 
reiterated emphatically in his state- 
ment Aug. 25, saying: 


“It cannot be emphasized too strongly 
that the general and statistical infor- 
mation extracted from trade letters, 
which has proved so invaluable to his 
majesty’s Government in checking the 
supply of material sent through neutral 
to enemy countries and suppressing the 
export of enemy goods, is used for these 
purposes solely, and never for the pur- 
pose of substituting allied trade for 
neutral.”’ 

Lloyd George's statement arose, -not 
in connection with enemy trade or im- 
ports to neutral countries, but entirely 
in regard to an attempt to build up 
a protective tariff wall for a new Brit- 
ish industry against competition by im- 
portations from a neutral country. Some 
days before Andrew Bonar Law had re- 
quested a 2& export tax on palm 
nut kernels from British West Africa to 
all places but England, where a new in- 
dustry had been built up to replace the 
lost German markets. During his ar- 
gument he said that information con- 
tained ih the censored letter of a neu- 
tral oleomargarin manufacturer indi- 
cated that competition would come from 
that source and that the export tax 
would be necessary to preserve the in- 
dustry to the country. 

Later a member of Parliament asked 
Lloyd George whether he was aware 
that ‘“‘when the censorship was institut- 
ed we were told it was definitely and 
solely for the object of preventing in- 
formation getting to the enemy which 
would be of advantage to them and that 
otherwise the freedom of discussion and 
the secrecy of correspondence would not 
be infringed.”’ 

The War Minister replied that he did 
not know what principle was laid down, 
but that the Government could use any 
information thus secured for any public 
national purpose. 

Questions at once flashed from several 
parts of the chamber. One member 
asked him if it was necessary ‘‘to di- 
vulge private letters which the censor 
has thought it necessary to stop.’’ An- 
other wanted to know whether “it is 
the intention of the department to use 
letters which have been disclosed in 
the censor’s office for purpose altogether 
distinct from the purpose of the war, 
Mr. George replied: 

“The function of the war office, or at 
least of the officials for whom I am an-

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ADAMSON LAW IN 
FOUR SPEECHES

Declares at Bangor, Me., Ameri- 
cans Never Will Give Up 
“Government by Reason.” 
eee 
BANGOR, Me., Sept. 9.—Maine audi- 
erces from Lewiston to Bangor yester- 
day heard Charles E. Hughes assail the 
administration for “surrender to force”’ 
in the enactment of the Adamson law. 


The nominee ended the second day of 
his Maine campaign with an address in 
the Auditorium here last night, in which 
he brought his audience to its feet with 
prolonged applause and cheers by a 
declaration that the American people 
would never give up government by law 
and reason, won at the cost of continu- 
ous fighting. 

‘Look at the history of the past,’’ he 
said, “and its majestic spectacle of 
the people coming down that long path. 
Now they are defeated: now they are 
victorious, but still they come on, the 
Plain people. They come slowly on, 
winning their way, crushing out every 
form of tyranny, destroying autocracy, 
securing the right to choose their own 
representatives, winning representative 
government till here in America we 
have the finest demonstration the world 
has ever known of Government by law 
and reason. Shall we give it up? Never! 
Never!’’ 

The audience rose, waved hundreds 
of small American flags, cheered and 
applauded. . 

In all his four addresses yesterday— 
at Lewiston, Waterville, Pittsfield and 
here—the nominée made his attack on 
the administration in connection with 
the Adamson law, one of his chief 
themes. Crowds turned out at each 
place to hear him and cheered and ap- 
plauded. In his last speech here last 
night, the nominee told his audience that 
he felt sure of a Republican victory 
in both the State and the nation. 

In his speeches Hughes, in addition to 
discussing the Adamson law, outlined 
his views on the tariff, preparedness, 
Americanism, efficiency of government, 
a world court and other Republican poll- 
cies. He also reviewed his record as 
Governor of New York in connection 
with labor legislation, declared that he 
was the friend of labor and would be 
the first to give higher wages were the 
demand for higher wages found to be 
just after an examination of the facts, 
but added that he would first investigate 
the facts. 

Hughes left Bangor early today for 
his last day of campaigning in Maine. 
Monday is election day in the State. 
The scheduled stops on the itinerary 
today were Augusta, Brunswick, Bath 
and Damariscotta. The Rockland 
<peech tonight will be the last Mr. 
Hughes will deliver in Maine. He will 
spend Sunday in Boston and then go to 
Syracuse, N. Y. 

Gompers Cites Republican Votes for 
Adamson Bill. 
PORTLAND, Me. Sept. 9.—Samuel 
Gompers, president of the America 
Federation of Labor, in an address here 
last night, took issue with Charles E. 
Hughes’ criticisms of the Adamson 
eight-hour law. To Hughes’ statement 
that it was enacted through coercion 
and force, the labor leader said he knew 
of no threats having been made and 
that no force was used. He said he did 
rot have much faith in what can be 
accomplished by law, but in this in- 
stance, he felt Congress had shown it- 
self to be in favor of the principle of 
the eight-hour day as one that appealed 

to the sense of justice. 

‘‘Mr. Hughes scores Congress for pass- 
ing the Adamson act, but he seems to 
forget that more than half the Repub- 
liean members in both houses voted for 
the bill,’”’ he asserted.

Hughes Speaks to Large Crowd at 


AUGUSTA, Me., 9—A large 
crowd wreeted the Hughes spécial here 
today. Mr. Hughes spoke in the sta- 
tion square, urging the need of a pro- 
tective tariff to meet the competition 
which he insisted the United States 
would face after the European war. He 
also outliried his views on preparedness 
and efficiency of government and con- 
wemned the hasty enactment of the Ad. 
amson Dill. 

“T am opposed in the name of labor 
and fair dealing to any submission to 
force,” he said. ‘““‘We cannot afford to 
surrender the principle of government 
by law and reason which we have won 
at heavy cost.”

HUMPBACKED DEATH GOD 
UNEARTHED IN WEST INDIES 


Archacologist Says Indians Let Fish 
Clean Bones of Dead and Then 
Buried Them in Fireplaces. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 9.—Capt. Theodore 
de Booy, in charge of an archaeological 
expedition that made excavations in the 
West Indies for the Museum of the 
American Indian, Heye foundation, has 
arrived from Santo Domingo. He dug 
up, among other things, the objects 

used in 28 Indian burials. 

The Indians, he said, took their dead 
to the Macoris River and tied them to 
the bank, letting the fish clean the 
bunes. Then they dug a hole in the 
fireplace of the dead person's recent 
abcde and in it buried the bones, al- 
ways placing the skull on top, facing 
tho rising sun. They placed a bowl 
about 18 inches in diameter above the 
bones and a small bowl beside them. 
It is supposed the bowls contained food 
fur the dead person on the trip to the 
happy hunting grounds. 

The most interesting relic Capt. de 
Booy brought back was a humpbacked 
ceath god, 16 inches high. All that is 
known of its age is that it is Columbian 
cr more than 400 years old. It is sup- 
posed that the Indians of that time and 
rlace worshiped «. god who was hump- 
br cked.

SKINKER ROAD DELAY. 

As an example of civic inefficiency, the action 
of the Board of Public Service in permitting the 
inexcusable delay in completing the Skinker road 
improvement, as described in Friday’s Post-Dis- 
patch, is unfortunately typical. The contract, in- 
volving a simple amount of grading and paving, 
was let a year ago. The job was to be complet- 
ed May 24, but it will be several weeks before one 
side of the road will be open to traffic. For more 
than a year the public has been forced to make 
detours, deprived of the use of this one direct 
jroad between the north and south boundaries of 
Forest Park. 

The excuses given, rains, lack of labor, and 
work by the contractor in other parts of the city, 


wfe wholly inadequate. This has not been an un- 


usually wet year. The United Railways and other 


concerns employing labor have found enough 


men. And no public contract should be held up 
because the contractor has other things to attend 
to. The penalties should have been collected, 
after a nable extra time had been allowed 
for uncontrollable conditions. 

The Board of Public Service is setting a bad ex- 
ample in permitting contractors to avoid penalties 
after delaying work for many months, thus dis- 
regarding the essence of contracts. Individual 
efficiency on the part of public servants cannot 
be expected if city —— allow contractors 


to do as they please. 
BIGGEST UNION OF ALL. 

It's about time the general public in this 
country organized a union.—-Boston Transcript.

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LABOR TROUBLES EVERYWHERE. 
One can hardly take up a European newspaper 
without reading reports of labor activities. Thus 
in France the railroad employes have gone out 


for recognition of the “unions;” the silk spinners 


for a grievance of one of their number, the glass- 
blowers for advanced wages, the patissiers (bak- 
ers) for shorter hours and an increase of 1 franc 
daily in their wage; in England they have just 
settled the ‘coal miners’ strike, and the walkout 
of the railroad service men; in Germany the 
street car men have struck for shorter hours with 
the former pay; in Italy the ammunition work- 
ers have “struck” for shorter hours, and Spain 
bas a carters’ strike. : 

It is interesting to note how the various Gov- 
ernments handle these strikes. In France, M. 
Laurent, the Chief of Police, “broke the railway 
strike by ordering the employes back to work, 
and invoked the military to enforce his orders.” 
In England the Government appointed a perma- 
nent commission to regulate hours and wages. 
In Italy the munition factories were surrounded 

sand the employes forced to work. In 


the indefinite duration of the shift often extend-| 
ing over ten hours, which meant that some of the 
men had to work 20 hours daily, according to the 
former schedule. 

In France the condition has developed that the 
officials and the courts there insist on labor 
unions becoming incorporated, so “that they can 
sue and be sued.” 

In this connection it may be interesting to note 
that the prices of foodstuffs have been fixed in 


iGermany by the Government, and that the price 


of butter has also been fixed by the Government 


jin France, which placed it at oi cents per pound. 
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A great strike might have made a Food Dicta- 
tor necessary in America. An all-at-once $2.25 
potato charge is suggestive of the forces that 
would have been put -on had there been no 
emergency legislation. 
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REGISTER AND VOTE! 

St. Louis voters, everyone of whom must regis- 
ter, whether on the old books or not, to be able 
to vote in the November election, should keep in 
mind the dates, Sept. 18, 19, 20 and 21, during 
which they may get their names on the registra- 
tion books.

It is in the control of corporations 
and individuals who, as in the present milk 
strike, can deprive the consumers of it, as a re- 
sult of quarrels between employers and workers. 

Yet is not the supply of food as important as 
the traffic industry? Is it not just as necessary 
to the public welfare that quarrels between the 
men who control our food and their employes 
be arbitrated, as it is that arbitration be the 
method of settling similar quarrels between traf- 
fic managers and their employes? 

It was in the public interest that Judge An- 
derson offered his services to arbitrate the milk 
strike. It should be arbitrated. Women and 
little babies are the chief sufferers because of 
the refusal of the dairymen to arbitrate.

The Turk and the Crescent. 


HE crescent was not originally an 
emblem of the Turk. It was first 
used by the primitive Christians of Con- 
stantinople and the eastern provinces of 
the old Roman Empire as an emblem 
of the growing influence of Christianity. 
It was not until about the year 1453, 
after the Turks had overrun Asia Minor 
and parts of Southern Europé; and had 
captured Constantinople, that the Turks 
adopted the crescent as their national 
emblem. 
The Khoran prohibits the use of im- 
ages and symbols in the religious cere- 
monies of the strict Turk, or the inter- 
nal decorations of their temples and 
mosques, the rule being so strict as 
not to allow the martial or civic deco- 
ration of their greatest Generals or 
Pashas, successful commanders or other 
distinguished persons. 

The adoption of the crescent by the 
| Turk as a national emblem is an oddity 
| which has, 80 far, remained unexplained, 
| though there are several legends on the 

subject.
